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REMARKS 

Claims 1-S are pending in this application. Claims 4 and S have been amended in this 

paper. 

The Applicant appreciates the Office's indication that claims 1-3 are allowable. 
Upon entry of the present amendment, claims 1-5 remain pending in this application. 

L Priority Document 

This application claims the benefit of priority to United Kingdom Application Number 
0223072.0 and United States Provisional Application Number 60/421,867 filed October 28, 
2002. The Office has indicated that the foreign priority document is not in the file. As such, 
the Applicant has submitted a copy of foreign document, UK 0223072.0 herewith. 

II. Objections to the Claims 

The Office has objected to claim 4 because there are unnecessary spaces between the 
words in the first two lines of the claim. The Applicant respectfully notes that the objection 
should have been directed to claim 5 and, as such, the Applicant has left-justified the text of 
claim 5 to eliminate the unnecessary spaces. The Applicant respectfiiUy requests that the 
objection to claim 5 be withdrawn. 

III. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S 112, second paragraph 

The Office has rejected claims 4 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the 
Applicant regards as the invention. 

Specifically, in claim 4, the Office states that the expression "of formula (Ilia)" is vague 
and indefinite because the claim does not specify what the formula (Ilia) is in the claim. 

In response, the Applicant has amended claim 4 to specify the definition of formula 

(ma). 
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With regard to claim 5, the Office states that the steps (a) and (b) are vague and 
indefinite because, in step (a), there are no descriptions and conditions as to how the compound 
in claim 2 is converted into the fi-ee nitro acid and also, in step (b), there are no descriptions and 
conditions as to how the nitro compound is reduced to the amino group in the claim. 

In response, the Applicant has amended claim 5 to provide further description regarding 
the conditions of the claimed process. Antecedent basis for the amendments to claim 5 can be 
found at page 21 in the specification. 

Accordingly, the Applicant respectfully submits that the rejection of claims 4 and 5 
under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, have been overcome by the present amendment. The 
Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection be withdrawn. 

IV, Conclusion 

Upon entry of the present amendments, the Applicant submits that this application is 
now in condition for allowance, which allowance is respectfully solicited.
